Blue Sky Laws Favored 
Declaring that his association will co-operate with 
legislatures in securing the ultim ate passage of effi­ 
cient measures to prevent “wildcat” speculation in 
Investment securities, George B. Caldwell, president 
of the Investm ent B anker’s Association of America, 
decries recent criticism s of the association and has 
issued the following statem ent: 
“Probably on no m a tte r have we experienced more 
difficulty than in our w ork on ‘blue sky’ legislation. 
This is more especially true since the decisions in 
Michigan and Iowa holding the laws of those States 
to be unconstitutional. 
We have been criticized for 
this work, I think, unjustly by some magazine w rit­ 
ers, but this criticism has not been reflected to any 
serious extent in th e attitude of public leaders in 
the various States. 
We appreciate this fact. 
The 
legislative and executive officials have uniformly 
told us they don’t want to touch our business in any 
way. 
In tact, there has been, in some instances, a 
disposition to accept m em bership in the association 
as a badge of freedom from State supervision. 
All 
this is very nice. 
T here are many dealers outside 
of the association entitled to equal freedom. 
We 
are wholly with those legislatures that wish to w rite 
on their statute books laws that will be directed to 
the elimination of ’blue sky’ promoters. 
The situa­ 
tion differs in Hie various States, but to the extent of 
our ability we will co-operate and lend a hand both 
for our own good and the good of the investors whom 
we both live to serve and must serve to live. 
We want to see a proper degree of supervision 
imposed on the creation of investm ent securities. 
We want safety and. if possible, uniformity in our 
State corporation law s., We want reasonable and, 
if possible, uniform regulation of public utilities. 
W e favor reasonable supervision of ‘investm ent com­ 
panies’ very strictly so-called, that is, com panies 
making a business of retaining the money of the 
public which they solicit for investm ent or dealing 
in land or securities pledged to secure bonds or notes 
representing tile moneys received. 
W e recognize 
th at this is a quasi-banking business. 
In our own 
business, we w ant law s to prevent fraud in the pur­ 
chase or sale of .securities, laws requiring registra­ 
tion of dealers, publicity of 
offerings, 
with 
full 
powers of investigation and prosecution and effective 
penalties against even an attem pt to defraud. A gainst 
the get rich-quick dealers, we want restrictions al­ 
most to the point of prohibition upon the public offer­ 
ings or distribution of securities promising extrava­ 
gant returns. 
Such offerings are rarely legitim ate. 
They should be safeguarded in every way, but not 
made impossible if they are in fact legitimate. Their 
public offerings should not only be investigated, blit 
prohibited unless accom panied by the fullest dis­ 
closure of facts, and possibly by a statem ent that 
they are offered as a speculative security, not as a 
safe investment. 
If this class of get rich quick offer­ 
ings is dealt with separately and effectively, there 
is nothing in the business of buying and selling se­ 
curities which dem ands or justifies rigid prohibitive 
laws. 
In fact, there is no demand for such laws ex­ 
cept against the class of concerns which I have indi­ 
cated. 
There is, of course, a possibility of fraud in 
any business. 
It cannot be automatically prevented. 
We can. I think, prevent absolutely the business of 
fraud which bas characterized the majority of get- 
rich-quick promotions and given rise to so much con­ 
fusion over what is ’blue sky’ and should be pro­ 
hibited and what is legitim ate and should be given 
freedom of trade under the protection of publicity. 
Besides our work iii this direction, which is con­ 
structive and not negative, I expect tile Investm ent 
B ankers’ Association will, during the present year, 
do such thorough work on the question of taxation 
as to be ready and extrem ely helpful in 1915 when 
the various legislatures again meet.” 


Business and Crop Outlook 
In its monthly letter, the American N ational Rank 
of San Francisco, in speaking of crop conditions and 
the general business oui look, says: 
•’Speaking officially, through Hie D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, the G overnm ent asserts that the condi­ 
tion of the w inter wheat crop, as of April I. was 
95.(5 per cent of norm al, which is ll 5 per cent better 
than a ten-year average. 
Taking this high condition 
iii conjunction with the known increase in acreage, 
unofficial experts predict a crop of (500,000,000 bu­ 
shels of winter wheat, as compared with 523,000,000 
bushels lust year. 
W hat is true of w heat applies 
in some degree to nearly all agricultural products. 
Speaking generally, the outlook at this tim e is ex­ 
ceptionally favorable. 
A bundance of farm products 
is bound to add to the com fort of living, lessen its 
cost and put spending m oney into the pockets of a 
large buying class. 
“California is more than ordinarily fortunate In 
this respect. 
Throughout the State there has been 
an unusually abundant and timely rainfall. O rchards 
and ranges are in tine condition, grain acreag j is 
large and a bumper harvest all along the line is 
practically assured. 
Danger from frost dam age di­ 
m inishes daily, and it appears that the yield, in addi­ 
tion lo b e i n g large, will b e gathered earlier than 
usual. 
Railroad officials whose business it is to pro­ 
vide cars tor the crop m ovem ent estim ate shipm ents 
of 42,ow carloads of oranges for tile season; 2000 
cars of celery, 400U to 5000 cars of cantaloupes, 2700 
cars of beans, etc 
The acreage of sugar beets is 
about the same as last year, despite reductions in 
the tariff, and most of tile sugar mills will operate 
as usual. 
"Financial conditions are quietly satisfactory. In­ 
terior banks, for the m ost part, are taking care of 
the needs of their com m unities without undue strain. 
Some resort is had to city correspondents for loans, 
but the advances sought are no larger than custo­ 
m ary at this time of year. 
Many of the banks, on 
the other hand, are enjoying a surplus of funds 
which is invested in Com m ercial paper as a secon­ 
dary reserve. 
“The selection of San Francisco as the Federal 
Rank city for D istrict No. Twelve was the fulfillm ent 
of expectation, and occasioned no surprise. 
The te r­ 
ritory to be served by the San Francisco R eserve 
Rank 
comprises 
California, 
W ashington, 
Oregon, 
Idaho. Nevada. Utah and all Arizona except tile 
counties of Pima, G raham , Greenlee, Cochise and 
bania. Cruz, 
in extent this is the largest of tho 
tw elve districts, having an area of (503,(558 square 
miles. 
I i i population, however, it is the sm allest, 
with one exception. T he Reserve Rank at San F ran­ 
cisco will start with a capital of $8,115,000 and a 
membership of 514 national banks. 
In point of cap­ 
ital strength the bank will be out ranked only by the 
reserve bunks in New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland and Boston, iii tile order named. 
It may 
be noted, however, that San Francisco has now two 
national banks with larger capital equipm ent than 
the Federal Rank here w ill huve at its beginning.” 


Water in Plenty for Power 
Officials of electric com panies in California are 
authority for tim statem ent th a t the rains this year 
have filled all the reservoirs to overflowing and made 
certain that for many m onths the generating sta­ 
tions will he able to genrato their full capacity of 
current. In 1913 and 1912 the hydro-electric com pan­ 
ies, by reason of low w ater, were put to large addi­ 
tional expense by the necessity of operating their 
steum auxillary plants to supply the demand for 
current.

The Railroad Comm ission has rendered a decision 
authorizing the sale of the plant of the H untington 
Reach Company, operating in the city of H untington 
BPach to the Pacific L ight and Power Corporation

An adjourned m eeting of the stockholders of the 
Union Oil Company of California was held at Oleum, 
Thursday, when a num ber of changes w ere made in 
tho personnel of the company, viz: the retirem ent 
of Lyman S tew art as president of the company, his 
election as chairm an of the board of directors, the 
election of his son, W illiam L. Stew art to succeed 
him as president. O ther changes w ere in the first 
and second vice presidents and In the directory of 
the company. 
Lyman Stew art, who retires from the presidency 
of the great corporation, was one of the organizers 
of the company, as he is one of the pioneer oil m ea 
of California and he has alw ays been given the 
credit of successfully launching th e oil industry of 
California. 
W ith his partner, W. L. H argison, he 
sunk wells at Newhall and soon a fte r drilled wells 
near Santa Paula. Ile has seen the corporation grow 
until today, when he retires from the presidency, 
it. has a capitalization of $50,000,000 and is one of 
the largest oil com panies of the world. 
W illiam L. Stew art, vho succeeds his fath er as 
president, has long been identified with the corpora­ 
tion, has been first, vice president of the company 
and iii charge of field operations. 
Alex Sclater, who has been general m anager of the 
N orthern division of the company, w ith headquarters 
in San Francisco, was elected first vice president, 
succeeding to the vacancy of W. L. Stew art. Since 
August of last year Mr. Sclater has had charge of 
the M arine M anufacturing and Sales departm ent in 
Ray City, the th ree departm ents having been con­ 
solidated at th at time. 
K. W. Clark, who was formerly m anager of tho 
Producers’ T ransportation Company, but who since 
November last has been general m anager of the en­ 
tire transportation interests of the Union Oil Com­ 
pany and its owned and controlled com panies, 
was 
elected second vice president to succeed W illiam It. 
Staats, who retire s 
U . 
i v 
Giles Kellogg, who has been secretary of tim com­ 
pany, was re-elected to the position. 
John Carrigeen, who became treasu rer of the com­ 
pany in May, succeeding Robert W atchorn, resigned, 
was re-elected as treasurer. 
O ther changes w ere the retire m en t of R obert 
W atchorn and F ran k G arbutt front the directorate. 
They w ere succeeded by Messrs. Sclater aud Clark. 
The stockholders ratified the contract entered into 
with Andrew' W eir and It. Tilden Smith, representing 
a British syndicate, for the sale of $15,000,000 of the 
treasury stock of the Union Oil Company at par. 
T reasurer G arrigues was authorized to send let­ 
ters to all stockholders, giving the details of the 
recent deal in which the financing of the company 
by Messrs. W ier and Smith was concluded. This 
will be mailed to stockholders, it is stated, early 
next week 
In connection w ith tho changes made in officers 
and directors it is current report 
that 
further 
changes will be m ade in the near future, w hen Earl 
Gray, form er G ovenior General of Canada, will en­ 
ter the directorate and will become m anaging di­ 
rector of the corporation. This, however, will, it 
is said, not occur until after the B ritish Union Oil 
Company, Lim ited, which takes over the Union UR 
Company, is formed. 


Power Company Passes 
Stockholders iii the Glendora Light and Power 
Company have petitioned the Superior Court for tho 
dissolution of the company and em pow ering the 
hoard of directors to distribute, pro rata, the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale of the electric light and power 
plant. 
The distribution is to he made as soon as it 
cane be legally done.
